6. Welcome new ideas. To estab- 


lish permanent institutions we must 
always be prepared for change.' 


7. Never be satisfied that what 


has been achieved is sufficient. Smug- 
ness and complacency do net pro- 
mote progress. 


'8. Operate business on the most 


economical 
basis. 
Price-cutting, 


over-expansion, uneconomical meth- 
ods of distribution are just as harm- 
ful to business and to the public as 
price-fixing, monopolies and rebates. 


9. Look ahead and think ahead. 


It is easier to avoid depressions than 
it is to cure them.

Smile, be cheerful and work

Pay Better Than Other 
Crops from Same Acreage

GORGE R. SCHAEFER last 
week, started pruning the ap- 
ple trees in the orchards on 


two of his farms. As winter is the 
best time of the year to prune trees, 
he could not have selected a more 
appropriate time to do the job. 
If 


the. work started by Mr. Schaefer 
could spread to every other farm in 
Outagamie-co and be followed at ii.c 
proper time by fertilizing the trees 
and spraying them, rural and city 
families of the county would be able 
next fall to get all the apples they 
need without going out of the county 
for their supply. The home market 
is large enough to absorb all the ap- 
ples that can be raised in the county. 
But in order to meet the demand, the 
home grown apples mu.st be equal to 
those grown outside, graded, and of- 
fered in the customary containers. 


Thf few farmers of 
the county 


who took care of their orchards last 
year, graded their fruit and put it 
,up in neat new baskets, sold their 
entire surpluses on their farms and 
were not obliged to do any peddling 
in town. These men probably made 
more money from 
their orchards 


than from the same number of acres 
planted to any other crop with the 
possible exception of cabbage. Their 
big advantage in raising apples, was 
that they were not required to make 
an-investment as they already had 


jftrees of producing age. Their big. dis- 


advantage -was a little extra work 
expended in pruning, spraying, and 
picking the fruit. 


According to H. 
W. Ullspergcr. 


manager of the Door County^ Fruit 
Growers' Union, the cost of pruning, 
fertilizing, and spraying an acre of 
apple trees, and all other labor is 
?50. 
Set at the regular distance, 


. there are 65 trees in an acre. 
The 


product of ten trees can be depended 
upon to pay the $50 costs, leaving 
55 ~trees to produce the profit. 


Compare those costs and possible 


profits with those of raising an acre 
of potatoes. The figures on the costs 
of-raising an acre of potatoes were 
elicited from a group of potato grow- 
ers, at a recent marketing institute 
at.Oeonto Falls, by Mr. Ullsperger, 
and are as follows: 


Plowing 4, discing and harrowing. 


$4, eight bushels of seed, $15, plant- 
ing $7, spraying $10, digging, $20 
commercial fertilizer, $4, and inter- 
est and taxes, ?6 total $70. One hun- 
dred fifty bushels, an average yield 
of potatoes, at 25 cents a bushel, pro- 
duces a total of §37 as compared with 
an expenditure of S70 an acre, ac- 
cording to the Oconto Falls potato 
g"owers. 
" 
' 


In an acre of apple trees in the 


farm orchard, 10 trees of the 65 will 
pay all the costs of labor and mate- 
rial, leaving 55 trees to produce th* 
growers' profit. Suppose the trees 
average 10 bushels of ^marketable 
apples. That means a total of 550 
bushels for profit. Outagamie coun- 
ty apple growers who took care of 
their trees last season, graded their 
fruit and put it up in the usual con- 
tainers, got $1.50 a bushel for their 
crop. 


This comparison 
shows that 
tt 


pays better to take care-of the farm, 
orchard than it does to raise an 
equal acreage of potatoes for the 
market.

Observatory Director Finds 


Unexplained Lack of Com- 
pass Variations 


Cordova, Alaska—(^—Perplexing 


discoveries in Alaska by the United 
States geodetic survey have added to 
the mysteries to be solved by scien- 
tists studying the earth'b magnetic 
forces. 


An unexplamerl lack of compass 


variations in this section was re- 
ported after a summer of research 
by F. P. Uirich, for the last 10 
years director of the magnetic and 
seismological observatory m Sitka, 
Ala&ka.

Deposits in the savings accounts of 


our banks are looked upon by observ- 
ers of our economic condition as a 
practically infallible barometer con- 
cerning the spread of

The report of the American Bankers 


Association shows that for the twelve 
month period ending on the 1st of July

Another good result 
can be read from this statement, that 
the savings depositors are not being 
led like lambs to the slaughter on the 
block of Wall Street gambling and 
speculation, that they are not the ones 
who are blindly throwing their sav- 
ings into investments concerning 
which they know little or nothing. It 
indicates too in this respect that sav- 
ings depositors have learned much 
from the wide publicity given to the 
methods prevailing among those who 
manipulate stocks, that they are wary 
•of the grand promises of big dividends 
and grt ?,t wealth, all of which is a 
compliment to their intelligence, 


i 
But there is still another conclusion 


fairly to be drawn from these figures 
and that is the great spread of the pre- 
vailing prosperity so that some of it 
appears to come to every family in the 
nation. Bank deposits, however great, 
might if held by a relatively few be an 
indication of injustice and hardship 
but 53,000,000 separate savings 
ac- 


counts present a story of equality that 
anyone may read and understand. 


INTERNATIONAL HEALTH 


SERVICE 


According to Dr. George E. Vin- 


cent, president of the 
Rockefeller 


Foundation, the most important health 
movement in the world at present is 
the 
international program of 
the 


Health Section of the Legue of Na- 
tions. 


There is appearing for the first time 


in history "the outline of an interna- 
tional 
health organization." 
The 


Health Section of the League gathers 
vital statistics and promptly reports 
the 
outbreak 
of communicable di- 


seases. It sponsors international tours 
for health officers and 
serves as a 


clearing house for health ideas affect- 
ing all nations. 


Its prompt reports have been found 


of great value already. Soon there 
will be a wireless station established 
at Geneva for transmitting such infor- 
mation. Health broadcasting by radio 
may follow. Eventually it will prob- 
ably be possible to "throw a cordon 
around an epidemic and check it 
quickly." International plagues then 
will disappear. 


For a time, at least, Dr. Vincent de- 


clares, "science will be turned 
from 


the destruction of life to the healing of 
the nations." 
This is an admirable 


work for the League, perhaps as valu- 
able as any which that body can do. 
Health is the great human quest. "All 
that a man hath will he give for his 
life." But heretofore, mankind has 
gone at the matter in blind and bung- 
ling ways. Suppose one-tenth of the 
money and thought devoted to de- 
struction of the World war were de- 
voted during the next decade to im- 
proving the health of the human race.

STATE ENFORCEMENT 


A Washington correspondent ob- 


serves: "A growing conviction that 
state and local governments must as- 
sume a greater share in prohibition en- 
forcement if the Volstead Act is to be 
made effective is apparent among 
government officials and members of 
Congress. 


"Experience has shown that the 


federal government can do little more 
than check smuggling, cut off large 
sources of supply and handle the big 
violations. It is impossible for federal 
agents to police the country and pre- 
vent the operating of speak-easies and 
the traffic of bootleggers." 


It might make a considerable differ- 


ence if Congress were to appropriate 
$300,000,000 a year for enforcement, as 
it came near doing just before Christ- 
mas. But even then, the federal gov- 
ernment would be assuming, 
along 


with its natural prohibition job, a task 
which properly belongs to the states, 
counties, and municipalities. 


While the present liquor legislation 


remains on the federal statute books, 
local governmental units should do 
their part to make it effective. 
But 


many states or communities refuse or 
neglect to do so. The big question is, 
how can they be made to help in this 
fight if they don't want to help? No- 
body has found an answer. 


If it is granted that the present dry 


amendment and statutes are enforce- 
able, the fact remains that so far en- 
forcement has been half defeated by 
fecal indifference and unofficial asser- 
tion of state right*.

known little and have written loose- 
ly. 
All that many of them have 


really tried to catch from him was 
his irony and that they have fre- 
quently 
turned into tiresome sar- 


casm or conventional cynicism. 


The publication of another book 


by Lytton Strachey, "Elizabeth and 
Essex," ought to call the attention 
of the public to the great difference 
between the work of the master and 
his followers. 
There are already 


s=igns that the dreadful type of writ- 
ing know as "fictionized biography" 
is passing out of favor. It is to be 
hoped that favor may likewise be 
withdrawn from ignorant and cheap 
biographies. 


The year 1928 has probably no 


more distinguished books to show in 
fiction than Aldous Huxley's "Point 
Counter Point" and Herman Mel- 
ville's "Shorter Novels." The fir^t 
of these may be considered the most 
"modem" book of the year in that 
it represents a group of characters 
who live in wZ t is known as the 
most modern fashion and who have 
the most modern 
thoughts about 


themselves and their fates. It is al- 
most a complete mirror of advanced 
opinion and behavior in the present. 


Even when manners change, as they 
presumably will, this book will re- 
main 
a brilliant 
picture of 
the 


strange life of the post-war genera- 
tion. 


Melville's "Shorter Novels" on the 


other hand, were all written many 
years ago and in a sense belong to 
no particular time whatever. 
The 


discovery of one of them and the re-

When a couturier 
employs a certain material to carry 
out an idea, there is a very good rea- 
son for it. The role of fabric, for a 
creator, lies not only In displaying to 
best advantage every intricacy of 
cut, but also of contributing to the 
general lines he seeks to impart to 
his creation. 


MOVEMENT—OR REPOSE? 


Evening dresses are of two distinct 


types. There is the dress that is 
meant 
for 
movement and that 


which calls for repose and dignity. 
Consequently there are materials 
better suited than others for each of 
these types, the judicious choice of 
which .is another manifestation of 
the art of the fashion creator. 


Velvets and satins, owing to the
